OF HEART DISEASE 


•Widow of the Silent Soldier President 


Succumbs to 
Complication 


of Ailments.

The end came not un- 
expectedly, for the attending physi- 
cians could hold out no hope to the 
members of her family at her bedside.

Mrs. Grant was conscious up to

passed away without apparent suffer- 
ing.

Washington, Dec. 15.—Notice has 


been served by the United States on 
Great Britain and-Germany that it 
"must not bo understood as giving Its 
consent to any extension ot the Inter- 
national right of a peaceful blockade." 


Thla, in effect, Is a notice that the 


United States will not permit the two 
European nations to take any action 
looking to war on Venezuela, In fact, 
It may be a precursor of Interference' 
by the .United States to prevent actual 
hostilities. 


Notice of War. 


The right of all nations to collect 


their debts Is recognized by all govern- 
ments, but the United States does not 
assent to tho proposition that so far 
as this continent is Concerned Euro- 
pean nations can proceed to actual 
hostilities without notice. 


In other words, this government will 


not stand by and see Germany and 
Great Britain punish Venezuela for 
the non-payment of Its debts, ospeclal- 
ly when assurances were repeatedly 
given that tho only means resorted to 
would bo a "peaceful blockade." This 
government will not consent to those 
two nations going beyond tho limits 
of a peaceful blockade In collecting its 
claim.

American power. Tlie administration 
holds that, as Venezuela Is a sovereign 
state, not under the protection of tho 
United States oxccpt In so far as tho 
preservation of Its territorial Integ- 
rity Is involved. It cannot expect as- 
sistance from this government In Its 
Imbroglios with European countries. 
Thoru has been no change In the pol- 
icy enunciated by President Roosevelt 
In his annual message of Dec. 3, 1901. 
part of which was stated as follows: 


Cannot Acquire Territory. 


"We do not guarantee any 
state 


against punlnhment If It misconducts 
llself, provided that punishment does 
not take tho form of tho acquisition 
of territory 
by any 
non-Amnrlcan 


power."

land arid Germany of assurances vol-. 
untarlly offered by them to the United 
States presents a new condition to 
which the president and his advisers 
will certainly give attention.

contribution to the fire demon. 


First Fire. 


The first alarm came In about ten 


minutes to one from box 515 at the 
Fire olnts. 
The department turned 


out and It looked at first from the 
light made by the "blaze that one of 
the large tobacco warehouses In that 
vicinity was on. fire. 


Feeding Shed 


The fire -was found to be In the 


long feeding shed at the Northwestern 
stockyards 
just south of 
George 


Rumrlll's warehouse and It was blaz- 
ing fiercely when the department ar- 
rived. 
The south end of numrlll's 


•warehouse was also on fire In several 
places, but the three streams of wa- 
ter that were turned on the 
fire 


shortly 
had It'drowned out and at 


1:40 fire out -was struck. 


Heavy Loss 
The damage at this fire was not 


heavy, the feeding shed was consid- 
erably burned and G. H. 
Rumrlll 


had a few samples of tobacco that 
•were In the basement of his -ware- 
house Injured by water. 


Second Alarm 


The department had hardly reached 
the fire stations and got fresh-hoso on 
the wagons and things straightened 
around before a second alarm 
was 


turned In from box 515. 


Grundy's Warehouse 
The second fire was the Joseph 


Gnindy tobaco 'warehouse on Pleasant 
street. Just west of the Five Points, 
which was a mass of flames. The 
building was a two story frame struc 
ture with a one story addition and 
was filled with tobacco cased and 
ready for shipment. 
The fire had 


evidently started In 
the south end 


of the building and had made 
big 


headway before It was discovered as 
as 
the people living near the ware- 


house say that when they first saw 
tho blaze In the front of the build' 
Ing It was very small but 'by the tlmo 
the department arrived tho 
entire 


building was In flames. 


Good Work 


Chief Klein and Assistant Chief Os- 


good soon had six streams of water 
at work on the blaze. The warehouse 
was so far gone that -when the de- 
partment arrived they confined them* 
selves to drowning out tho blazo and 
keeping It from Merrill's warehouse 
which was only a few feet distant 
from the burning building. They were 
successful In this although at one time 
the side of the Grundy warehouse and 
about two hundred cases of loaf that 
was piled up there fell out against 
the Merrill -warehouse. 
The firemen 


had been watching for this to happen 
and as soon as the crash came four 
or five streams of water were concen- 
trated on tho burning mass and It 
was put out before any damage could 
be done to the Merrill 'building. 


Long Work 
After an hour and a half 
of hard 


work tho department had 
the flro 
practically extinguished althougu 
a 


number of streams were kept going 
on the ruins until nearly 
ounday 


noon. 


Owner's Statement. 
Joseph Grundy, the owner or tho 


burned warehouse stated that he had 
about fourteen hundred cases of to- 
bacco In the building. 
Tho tobacco 


was valued at from twenty-five ^to 
thirty dollars a case, making an ag- 
gregate loss of from forty to forty- 
five thousand dollars. 
Mr. Grundy 


had very little Insurance on 
the 


goods on account of the high Insur- 
ance rates. 
* 


His Insurance was only about $4.300 


on the goods and the St. Paul com- 
pany who owned the building had $700 
on It which was about a quarter of 
Its-value. 


•Heavy Loss 


• The loss falls heavily on Mr. Gnindy 
as be had the bulk of his property 
•wrapped up In tho tobacco and It Is 
so badly Injured 
by flro, smoke and 


water, that he will be able to realize 
but very little from the salvage. 


Much Said 


R. G. Merrill, -who owned the 
ad- 


Joining bujldlng Is said to have fifty 
thousand dollars' worth of tobacco 
stored and during tho Gnindy fire his 
bulidlng was In danger several times. 
There Is an opinion that both of 
these fires were of Incendiary origin 
and were set at nearly the same time. 
The hay In the Northwestern cattle 
shed made a quick fire and broke out 
soon, while the fire In the •warehouse 
was slower and It took more time 
to show Itself. 


A Third Fire 


A third flre was discovered this 


morning shortly before eight o'clock 
In a wooden partition back of tho 
Oteman house tar. 
The partition 


Is double with a six Inch space be- 
tween the boards. 
A stove pipe runs 
through a chimney hole at the top of 
the partition and It Is thought 
a 


spark from tho, stove must have drop- 
ped down between tho boards In some 
way and started the blaze. 
Tho flre 


was discovered by one of the boarders 
and Landlord Lutz turned In an al- 
arm. 
The blaze was extinguished 


with one of tho chemicals from tho 
patrol after about $5 had been done.

Sunday Afternoon. 


Timely discovery of flro In 
tho 


stove pipe and chimney at tho cloth- 
Ing store of Robinson Brothers com- 
pany on West Milwaukee street, and 
prompt action In extinguishing 
it, 


prevented a disastrous and 
costly 


blaze In the Grand hotel block, Sun- 
day afternoon. 


Just as Messrs. Georgo H. and Har- 


ry P. Robinson were getting ready 
to clone the store for tho afternoon. 
George Robinson went to tho rear of 
the store and noticed sparks ot flro 
dropping down 
from 
above. 
A 
small air tight stove Is used to aid 
In heating the store and the Joints 
of pipe near the, chimney were 
red 


hot. 
Great holes had been eaten In 


the one next tho chimney and tho 
burning 
creosote 
was 
dropping 


through. 


The Messrs. Robinson first remov 


ed tho clothing under tho pipe to a 
placo of safety and then secured a 
quantity of salt. 
A large amount 


was put In the stove and Harry Rob- 
inson climbed up the flre escape to 
the roof and poured a pall of salt 
down the chimney. 
As ho was re- 


turning he slipped on tho Icy roof 
and just saved himself by catching 
hold of tho flro escape as ho wont 
over the edge. 
When the stove pipe was taken 


down, after it had cooled. It 
was 


found that It was packed full of creo- 
sote which, had been formed by tho 
burning of pine boxes In the stove. 
A mas of the same substance as long 
as a stick of cord wood was taken out 
of tho chimney. 
After the material 


hail been taken out and thrown out 
doors. It burst out In flames again. 
Tho stove pipe was eaten and so bad- 
ly that it was easily crumbled to 
pieces In the hands.

Source of Paul's Strength 


These verses Indicate that 
Paul 


was the type of man to succeed In 
what he was aiming at, whether It 
•was Improving himself or Improving 
condtlons. 
Two things Indicate his 


likelihood to succeed. 
First, be was 


not satisfied with himself and second, 
he desired to press forward. 
He was 


.not hopeless because he had made 
mistakes. 
Many 
mistakes cannot 


ruin a man's life. 
The hopelessness 


enters in when he begins to excuse 
and justify them. 
It Is not serious 


for a man to have a weakness. 
The 


seriousness begins when he lingers 
In the weakness. 
The line between 


the coward and the hero is very thin 
and easy to step over. 
When 
a 


man makes no effort to conquer his 
•weakness he Is a coward 'but 
the 


moment he begins to struggle against 
It, he becomes a hero. 


Laws of Progress 
Paul had many weak points but 


there was no hopelessness In 
bis 


weakness because In tho midst of It 
all he kept before him a high Ideal 
and purpose. 
Ho knew If he was 


to Improve, it was not to be done by 
talking, praying or criticising 
"by pressing on persistently.

two laws were a high Ideal and to 
press en dally and no better laws of 
progress can bo found. 


Forget The Past 


Out of this there arises tuc question 


of what shall be done with 
tho 
past. 
Paul answered decisively, for- 
get It- 
Nothing can rewrite the past. 


The strongest hand cannot chancg 
yesterday, but the weakest hand can 
help to make today beautiful. 
Tho 


•present Is so full of opportunity, tch 
future Is so critical that there is no 
time to remember even tho good ach- 
ievements of tho past. 


A man must have beautiful memor- 


ies of the days when ho tried to do 
his best and thcf ragrancc will abide 
unless ho sits down to count over the 
good deeds and congratulate' himself. 
Man docs not need to remember his 
good deeds to get the benefit of them. 
They enter Into his character to beau- 
tify It. 
Dut men must not forget tho 
good things that'*others have done. 
The man who docs In ungrateful and 
unworthy. 


True Repentance 
Ono of the cardinal unrlstlan vir- 


tues Is repentance but

CLOSE SCHOOLS 


COAL BILLS OVERBALANCED B 


BURSTED WATER PIPES, 


ONLY TWO WEEKS VACATIOI\ 


Discussion Brings Out Poor Econom 


of Proposed Plan — Prepara- 


tions for Christmas. 


Teachers and pupils In the public 
schools are bually preparing for the 
close of school next Friday for the hull, 
day vacation. 
In all the klndergar 
tens and graded schools there .will b< 
Christmas exercises and Friday and 
In several of the schools quite elabro- 
ate programs are being prepared. In 
some of the schools there 
will 
be 
Christmas trees for tho children. 


Favored Plan Is Dropped 
Despite tho persistent rumors to the 


effect that the schools are to be clos 
ed down longer than usual for 
the 
sake of economizing fuel, the vacation 
will continue only far the customary 
two weeks, unless something entire- 
ly unforseen occurs. 
There has been 


considerable discussion among mem' 
hers of the schcol board as to the ad- 
visability of shutting down for scvera 
weeks this -winter 
and. 
continuing 


school longer In the spring. This Idea 
was advanced when settlement of the 
coal strike seemed Impossible 
and 


while there was grave doubt of the 
board's ability to secure coal of any 
kind at any price. 


Cam Get Coal 
Now this condition has been reliev- 


ed 
and it seems that there will be 


no difficulty In securing tho necessary 
coal although It is being 
purchased 


from time to time as it Is needed. Soft 
coal Is being used In all of the schools 
and during the past week a report was 
current that the supply of coal for Uie 
schools -was giving out and that ono 
of the schools had been forced to shut 
down for this reason. 


How a Report Started- 
This report had Its origin in the fact 
that the Douglas school was 
closed 
for half a day because the building was 
too cold for the children but It was 
not due to lack of coal. 
The regu- 
lar Janitor was not able to attend to 
bis duties on account of Illness and his 
substitute miscalculated 
the 
time 


•which It would take to heat the liulld- 
Ing and did not start up the furnace 
early enough. 
At nine o'clock . tho 


mercury had only reached 40 degrees 
and the children were sent home for 
the morning. 
The afternoon session 
was held as usual. 


Not Economical 
The advisability of 
closing 
tho 


schools for longer than the usaul vaca- 
tion has been thoroughly 
discussed 


form every point of viejw but the plan 
has been abandoned unless some unex- 
pected contingency should arise. Econ- 
omy was the chief argument urged In 
•favor of the plan and the members of 
the board believed that It would prove 
false economy. •• If-the schools were 
shut1 down for any length of time 
•without flres It Is believed that the 
plumbing bills for 
bursting 
pipes 


would be larger than tho bills for 
coal twlth tho schools open. 
During 


the short vacation a low fire Is al- 
ways kept In the buildings for tho 
protection of the pipes but It would 
scarcely be practical economy to keep 
these flres In empty buildings for a 
number of weeks. 


Change Not Advisable 
From the standpoint of economy 
alone, therefore. It has been decided, 
best not to make and changes In the 
scheduled school year. 
There are 
tco many arguments against 
the 
change one of tho principal ones be- 
ing that It would bring the last weeks 
of the year too far along Into the hot 
•weather. 
Consequently unless there 


Is a failure in the coal supply, the 
school teachers and pupils will have 
only two weeks of vacation. 
School 


will open again after the holidays 
on .Monday. Jan. D.

States, and will continue to 
bring It forward each day in the morn- 
ing hour, with the hope of having It 
become a law before adjournment for 
the Christmas holidays. At 2 o'clock 
the statehood hill will be again tal;en 
up and Senator Dlllingham 
"Will 
ad- 


dress the senate in opposition to the 
admission of New Mexico and Arizona. 
He will speak at length, quoting from 
the testimony taken by the subcom- 
mittee which visited those territories 
and giving his personal experiences as 
a member of that committee. 
The 


statehood bill will continue each day 
of the week, except Wednesday, to ho 
the order of business after 2 o'clock. 


Eulogy fop Senator Sewall. 


Wednesday by special 
order 
has 


^been set aside- for eulogies for the late 
•'Senator Sewall of New Jersey. The 
present program on the statehood hill 
Is for Senator Nelson, also a member 
of tho committee on territories, to fol- 
low Senator Oilllngham.

Other 
dinners of like character, at which 
prominent members of both the Senate 
and House will be present, will follow, 
and It is understood that another will 
be given Monday night, when other 
members of the Senate and Houso 
judiciary committees will be present. 


The President has found a wide dif- 


ference of opinion among members of 
Congress on the question of trusts, 
both as to the form of regulation and 
as to what extent the government 
can go. He realizes that the only pos- 
sibility of action at the present ses- 
sion Is a practical agreement among 
members of Congress, first that some- 
thing must bo done, and second, as 
to the manner of doing it. 
With this 


object in view he is In almost dally 
conference with important members 
of both houses. 


Plead for New Mexico.

Capture Defenders. 


The Venezuelan commander of Cas- 


tle Llbertador and his men stuck to 
their posts during the bombardment, 
and were captured by a landing party 
of British marines. They 
are now 


prisoners on board the Charybdis. Tho 
site of the forts Is now occupied by 
marines. 


None of the shells from tho cruisers 


struck the town of Puerto Cabello. 
The people, however, were 
greatly 


frightened, and fled to tho hills back 
of the town. 


Search for Gunboats. 


The British and German cruisers ar- 


rived at 
Puerto 
Cabello Saturday 


morning at 7 o'clock, searching for 
Venezuelan gunboats. The two cruis- 
ers sent their boats into the Inner 
port, but finding no gunboats the boats 
returned. 


The captain of the British merchant 


steamer Topaze, which was seized by 
the mob here last Wednesday, then 
visited the British commodore on 
board the Charybdis and lodged a pro- 
test against the violation of his sWp. 
The British captain returned an hour 
later with a detachment of fifty ma- 
rines, who took charge of the Topaze. 
The populace was greatly excited at 
this incident and. raised the cry, "To 
arms!" but there was no disorder. 


American Consul Intervenes. 


The British commodore then sent a 


message to the authorities at Puerto 
Cabello demanding immediate satis- 
faction for the action of the mob in 
having hauled down the BnTTali Hag 
from the Topaze, saying that If this 
satisfaction was not forthcoming In 
ty^i hours, at C o'clock, the fortress 
aail the customs house would be bom- 
barded. On the receipt of this demand 
tho authorities sent a message to Pres- 
ident Castro asking for Instructions. 


A committee of the merchants of 


Puerto Cabello then approached the 
American consul here, petitioning him 
to Intervene. The consul accepted this 
mission and visited the cruisers, but 
ho could obtain no alteration In the 
decision of the allies. 


Fire on the Fortress. 


At a quarter before G a reply was re- 


ceived'from President 
Castro, who 


authorized the chief official here to 
give tho British 
commodore ample 


satisfaction. Before the answer could 
be communicated by the -American 
consul to the allied commanders tho 
hour stipulated for Its receipt had ar- 
rived, and tho cruisers Immediately 
opened flre on tho fortress. 
The fire 


•was returned from Fort Solano and 
Castle LIbcrtador. but tho Venezuelan 
suns were soon silenced. 
While tho 


firing continued there was Intense ex- 
citement In this port. Every house in 
town was closed. 


The people of Puerto Cabello cannot 


account for this precipitate action on 
the part of the allies, which they con- 
sider to be proof that Great Britain 
and Germany intend forcing war upon 
Venezuela. 


Structure Is Out of Date. 


The British marines purpose 
to 


make use of the cannon In Castle Llb- 
ertador. No damage was done to tho 
town. 
The excitement of the people 


Is subsiding. ' 


The entrance to the Inside harbor at 


Puerto Cabello is through a narrow 
channel' not more than a few hundred 
feet wide. To the left of the channel 
as one enters the harbor, situated on 
a low sand spit. Is the fortress which 
was bombarded by the German and 
British cntlsers. 
It Is an old fash- 


ioned structure, which was rebuilt in 
the eighteenth century- 
Its sides are 


comparatively low and would offer 
poor resistance to modern shells. Tho 
Venezuelan government bad no mod- 
ern cannon here.
